REPORT 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  7252] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  7252)  to  permit  sale  of  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  stock 
of  basic  and  storable  nonbasic  agricultural  commodities  without 
restriction  where  similar  commodities  are  exported  in  raw  or  processed 
form,  having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  without 
amendment  and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

STATEMENT 

This  bill  would  amend  section  407  of  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1949, 
as  amended,  by  providing  that  sales  for  export  may  include  not  only 
sales  made  on  condition  that  the  identical  commodity  sold  be  ex¬ 
ported,  but  also  includes  sales  made  on  condition  that  the  commodities 
of  the  same  kind  and  of  comparable  value  or  quantity  be  exported, 
either  in  raw  or  processed  form. 

The  bill  would  provide  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  with 
additional  latitude  in  its  export  sales  operations  and  would  be  of 
assistance  in  the  disposition  of  our  surplus  commodities  abroad. 
Experience  has  shown  that  those  grades  or  qualities  of  commodities 
frequently  most  desired  by  our  foreign  customers  are  not  always  those 
which  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  has  in  its  inventory.  The 
adoption  of  the  proposed  amendment  would  expressly  authorize  the 
Corporation  to  permit  substitution  by  the  private  trade  of  those 
grades  or  qualities  which  are  desired  by  foreign  importers. 

The  bill  also  would  make  it  possible  to  permit  exporters  to  make 
immediate  sales  of  commodities  from  private  stocks  and  later  purchase 
at  the  export  price  commodities  of  the  same  kind  and  of  comparable 
value  or  quantity  from  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation.  This 
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would  permit  the  sale  of  commodities  already  stored  at  a  port  or  m  a 
position  to  move  to  a  port,  whereas  commodities  m  Government  stocks 
of  desired  qualities  might  not  be  in  such  an  advantageous  position  lor 

export  at  the  time  of  sale.  ,  ,  .  , 

Use  of  the  additional  authority  which  the  bill  would  provide  would, 
of  course  be  discretionary  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  the 
Secretary  would  be  free  to  require,  as  might  appear  appropriate  tor 
anv  commodity,  the  export  of  the  identical  commodity,  or  the  export 
of  the  same  kind  of  commodity  either  on  the  basis  of  comparable 
value  or  of  comparable  quantity. 


DEPARTMENTAL  VIEWS 

Following  is  a  letter  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  recom¬ 
mending  enactment  of  the  bill :

Dear  Congressman  Cooley:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  oral  request  for  a  report 
on  H.  R.  7252,  a  bill  to  permit  sale  of  Commodity  C  redit  Corporation  stocks  of 
basic  and  storable  nonbasic  agricultural  commodities  without  restriction  where 
similar  commodities  are  exported  in  raw  or  processed  form. 

The  Department  recommends  that  H.  R.  7252  be  enacted. 

H.  R.  7252  would  amend  section  407  of  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1949,  as  amended 
It  provides  that,  for  purposes  of  section  407,  sales  for  export  may  include  not 
only  sales  made  on  condition  that  the  identical  commodity  sold  be  exported,  but 
also  include  sales  made  on  condition  that  commodities  of  the  same  kind  and  ot 
comparable  value  or  quantity  be  exported,  either  in  raw  or  processed  form 

The  provisions  of  H.  R.  7252  would  facilitate  the  export  sales  operations  of  the 
Department  and  would  be  of  assistance  in  the  disposition  of  our  surpluses  abroad.. 
Experience  has  shown  that  those  grades  or  qualities  of  commodities  frequently 
most  desired  by  our  foreign  customers  are  not  always  those  which  the  Department 
has  in  inventory.  The  provisions  of  H.  R.  7252  would  expressly  authorize  the 
substitution  by'the  private  trade  of  those  grades  or  qualities  which  are  desired. 

Use  of  such  authority  would,  of  course,  be  discretionary  with  the  Secretary, 
and  the  Secretary  would  be  free  to  require,  as  appears  appropriate  for  any  com¬ 
modity,  the  export  of  the  identical  commodity,  or  the  export  of  the  same  kind  ol 
commodity  either  on  the  basis  of  comparable  value,  or  of  comparable  quantity. 

In  view  of  the  request  that  this  report  be  submitted  immediately,  we  have  not 
obtained  advice  from  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  as  to  the  relationship  of  this 
proposed,  legislation  to  the  program  of  the  President.

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (S.  2170)  to  permit  sale  of  Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
stocks  of  basic  and  storable  nonbasic  agricultural  commodities  without 
restriction  where  similar  commodities  are  exported  in  raw  or  processed 
form,  ha\ing  considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommenda¬ 
tion  that  it  do  pass  without  amendment. 

This  bill  would  amend  section  407  of  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1949  to 
include  as  “sales  for  export”  sales  made  on  condition  that  like  com¬ 
modities  of  comparable  value  or  quantity  be  exported  in  raw  or  proc¬ 
essed  form.v  Inclusion  of  such  sales  as  “sales  for  export”  would  free 
them  from  the  formula  price  restrictions  of  section  407.  Commodities 
could  thus  be  sold  at  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation’s  export 
sales  price  to  exporters  who  might  then  export  similar  commodities  of 
a  quality  desired  by  the  foreign  purchaser.  Likewise,  sales  could  be 
made  at  the  export  sales  price  to  mills  which  might  then  export  a  like 
quantity  of  finished  products.  vMt  is  the  purpose  of  the  bill  to  facilitate 
export  sales  and  give  our  domestic  processors  equal  treatment  with 
foreign  processors,  without  affecting  the  protection  given  the  domestic 
market  by  the  pricing  formula  of  section  407.

Dear  Senator  Ellender:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  request  for  a  report  on 
S.  2170,  a  bill  to  permit  sale  of  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  stocks  of  basic 
and  storable  nonbasic  agricultural  commodities  wdthout  restriction  where  similar 
commodities  are  exported  in  raw  or  processed  form. 
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The  Department  recommends  that  S.  2170  be  enacted. 

S.  2170  would  amend  section  407  of  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1949,  as  amended. 
It  provides  that,  for  purposes  of  section  407,  sales  for  export  may  include  not  only  sales 
made  on  condition  that  the  identical  commodity  sold  be  exported,  but  also  include 
sales  made  on  condition  that  commodities  of  the  same  kind  and  of  comparable 
value  or  quantity  be  exported,  either  in  raw  or  processed  form. 

The  provision's  of  S.  2170  would  facilitate  the  export  sales  operations  of  the 
Department  and  would  be  of  assistance  in  the  disposition  of  our  surpluses  abroad. 
Experience  has  shown  that  those  grades  or  qualities  of  commodities  frequently 
most  desired  by  our  foreign  customers  are  not  always  those  which  the  Department 
has  in  inventory.  The  provisions  of  S.  2170  would  expressly  authorize  the  sub¬ 
stitution  by  the'  private  trade  of  those  grades  or  qualities  which  are  desired. 

Use  of  such  authority  would,  of  course,  be  discretionary  with  the  Secretary, 
and  the  Secretary  would  be  free  to  require,  as  appears  appropriate  for  any  com¬ 
modity,  the  export  of  the  identical  commodity,  or  the  export  of  the  same  kind  of 
commodity  either  on  the  basis  of  comparable  value,  or  of  comparable  quantity. 

In  view  of  Mr.  Kendall’s  telephone  request  of  July  13  that  this  report  be 
submitted  immediately,  we  have  not  obtained  advice  from  the  Bureau  of  the 
Budget  as  to  the  relationship  of  this  proposed  legislation  to  the  program  of  the 


President.

Mr.  President,  the 
United  States  holds  two  reversionary  in¬ 
terests  in  approximately  154  acres  of 
land  which  was  given  by  the  Federal 
Government  to  the  city  of  Chandler, 
Okla.,  in  1923. 

One  reversionary  clause  of  the  1923 
conveyance  provided  that  if  the  lands 
were  not  used  for  public  purposes,  they 
would  revert  to  the  Government:  the 
other  gave  the  United  States  and  Okla¬ 
homa  the  right  to  enter  and  occupy  these 
glands  for  military  and  aviation  purposes, 
portion  of  this  property  is  now  being 
Eed  for  city  park  purposes.  The  report 

i  enactment  of  the  bill  for  valuable  con¬ 
sideration  of  $3,000  would  permit  the  city 
to  obtain  clear  title  to  the  lands  and  to  pro- 
’  ceed  wlt\  plans  for  the  public  utilization  of 
the  area. 

H.  R.  47^T  would  authorize  the  United 
States  to  quitclaim  to  the  city  of  Chand¬ 
ler  upon  the  payment  of  $3,000.  I  have 
investigated  thOmatter,  and  I  am  satis¬ 
fied  that  the  amount  offered  for  the  re¬ 
versionary  interests  even  in  excess  of  50 
percent  of  the  appraised  fair-market 
value  of  the  reversionary  interest.  In 
fact,  I  think  it  is  the  Jair-market  value, 
and,  therefore,  the  Mouse  formula  does 
not  apply,  and  I  withdra\my  objection.

INVASION  CIVILIAN  AREAS  BY 
.IT  ARY 

Mr.  JOHNSTON  of  South  Carolina. 
Mr.  President,  I  hcAd  in  my  hand  an  arti¬ 
cle  printed  in  the  Washington  Post  of 
July  15,  headed  “Civilian  Areas  Invaded 
by  Military,  House  TousL”  I  ask  unani¬ 
mous  consent  that  the  article  be  printed 
in  the  body  of  the  Records^  this  point  in 
my  remarks. 

There  being  no  objection\the  article 
was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  th£  Record, 
as  follows: 

Civilian  Areas  Invaded  by  Military  House 
Told 

Representative  Robert  H.  MollcJhan, 
Democrat,  of  West  Virginia,  warned  yester¬ 
day  that  military  men  are  encroaching 
traditionally  civilian  areas  such  as  Govern 
ment,  business,  industry,  and  science. 

Mollohan  told  the  House  32  retired  gen 
erals  and  admirals  have  been  appointed  to 
what  he  called  top  policymaking  and  admin¬ 
istrative  positions  in  the  Government  in  the 
past  2  years. 

They  include  Rear  Adm.  Lewis  L.  Strauss, 
Chairman  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission; 
Maj.  Gen.  Wilton  P.  Persons,  deputy  assist¬ 
ant  to  the  President;  and.  Lt.  Gen.  Joseph  M. 
Swing,  Commissioner  of  Immigration  and 
Naturalization. 

Mollohan,  a  member  of  the  House  Armed 
Services  Committee,  said  the  concept  of  “civil 
supremacy  over  the  military”  has  been  one 
of  the  guiding  principles  of  the  United  States 
form  of  Government. 

“But  today  we  see  generals  of  the  Army 
retire  from  active  service  on  one  day  only 
to  become  the  heads  of  such  civilian  agen¬ 
cies  as  the  TVA  and  the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  on  the  day  following,” 
Mollohan  said. 

Mollohan  has  blocked  House  action  on 
Senate-passed  bills  to  place  two  more  retired 
generals  as  assistant  commissioners  of  im¬ 
migration. 

He  also  listed  33  retired  generals  and  ad¬ 
mirals  with  top  jobs  in  private  industry.  He 
said  many  of  the  companies  are  among  the 
‘TOO  principal  firms  doing  business  with  the 
Department  of  Defense.” 

“Without  in  any  way  reflecting  upon  the 
high  qualifications  and  undoubted  integrity 
of  these  officers,”  he  said,  “I  nevertheless  find/ 
it  a  too-startling  coincidence  that  so  many 
of  those  firms  could  not  find  qualified  civil¬ 
ian  personnel  in  their  organizations,  c/r  in 
Industry  generally,  to  fill  these  positic/is. 

Mollohan  also  cited  what  he  called  an 
“unwholesome  situation”  disclosed  by  a 
House  Armed  Services  subcommittee  re¬ 
cently.  He  said  “a  retired  general  recalled 
to  active  duty,  stated  quite  frankly  and  hon¬ 
estly  that  the  business  firm  .which  had  em¬ 
ployed  him  during  his  retirement  had  since 
been  making  up  the  difference  between  his 
Government  pay  and  hid  former  salary.” 

Mollohan  apparently  referred  to  Brig. 
Gen.  W.  W.  White,  w/o  said  he  was  drawing 
money  from  the  Epso  Export  Corp.  White 
is  responsible  for/drawing  up  the  Defense 
Department’s  oiypolicies. 

JAPANESE/  THREAT  TO  UNITED 

STATES  TEXTILE  PRODUCTION 

Mr. yjOHNSTON  of  South  Carolina. 
Mr.  President,  I  hold  in  my  hand  an  ar- 
ticlp/written  by  Beverly  T.  Whitmire,  of 
tlje  Greenville  News,  Greenville,  S.  C., 
ider  date  of  July  19, 1955.  The  heading 
of  this  article  is  “Jap  Textile  Threat  Dis¬ 


counted  by  Military  Heads.”  In  this 
article  there  is  pointed  out  the  fact  that 
there  is  really  no  reason  for  anyone  in 
America  to  become  concerned,  and  that 
even  if  the  exports  of  Japanese  textiles 
were  to  double,  they  would  still  be  less 
than  1%  percent  of  the  American  pro¬ 
duction. 

I  ask  unanimous  consent  that  the 
article  be  printed  in  the  Record  at  this 
point  in  my  remarks. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  article 
was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  Record, 
as  follows: 

Jap  Textile  Threat  Discounted  by  Military 
Heads 

(By  Beverly  T.  Whitmire) 

Tokyo,  Japan,  July  18. — Hardly  more  than 
passing  concern  should  be  shown  by  the  tex¬ 
tile  industry  of  America  anent  the  lowering 
of  tariff  barriers  on  woven  textiles  from 
Japan. 

This  is  the  opinion  of  high  military  author¬ 
ity  in  the  Far  East  as  expressed  today  by 
Major  General  McNaughton  through  his  aide 
jn  economic  affairs,  Lt.  William  R.  Vizzard. 
Jn  the  course  of  a  briefing  given  at  Far 
Eastern  Headquarters,  General  McNaughton 
pointed  out  that  here  was  a  country,  Japan, 
once 'Industrious  and  powerful,  now,  stm 
courageous,  but  bled  white  and  with  indus¬ 
tries  razed,  two  cities  destroyed  almost  Com¬ 
pletely,  a\d  generally  beaten  into  the-  earth. 
Here  was  a\ountry,  once  our  enemy  and  now 
our  friend.  \  / 

“It  is  very  'important,”  said  General  Mc¬ 
Naughton,  “that  this  friend  becomes  strong 
again,  industrially  and  economically  and 
militarily.  At  leaAt  she  must1  become  able  to 
defend  herself  against  an/ armed  invasion. 
The  Government  is  fh  fay6r  of  this,  but  un¬ 
fortunately  it  is  a  Viinority  government. 
However,  we  are  making  progress.  We  are 
giving  the  Japanese  as  much  employment  as 
we  can.  They  are  u4ed  in  repair  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  our  ship/  We  buy.  all  we  can  from 
them.  Take  aluminum  wing  fuel  tanks. 
They  cost  us  over  $500  in  the  lBtates  but  we 
can  get  then/here  in  Japan  for\$280.  So  it 
makes  sense  both  ways.  We  want  to  buy 
their  manufactured  goods.  As  sotan  as  we 
can  get  Japan  strong  enough,  we  cap.  with¬ 
draw.  -That  is  the  ultimate  aim.” 

Th/  mention  of  manufactured  Voods 
prompted  the  question  of  “What  aboutyex- 
tilbs?”  and  so  General  McNaughton  callecNn 
Lieutenant  Vizzard. 

/  “There  is  really  no  reason  for  anyone  inN 
America  to  be  concerned  seriously.  Even  if 
the  export  of  Japanese  textiles  were  doubled 
it  would  still  be  less  than  iy2  percent  of  the 
normal  United  States  consumption.  And 
remember  this:  Japan  gets  her  raw  cotton 
from  the  United  States.  She  used  to  get  it 
from  India,  but  now  India  is  using  her  own 
cotton  and  selling  the  cloth  to  her  own  peo¬ 
ple  and  to  Burma  and  a  little  in  North  Africa. 

“Next,  Japanese  textiles  are  low-grade  and 
cheap.  They  are  not  wanted  in  America, 
American  machine  textiles  are  far  better  and 
can  be  produced  cheaper  than  Japanese  ma¬ 
chine  textiles.  In  the  weaving  of  cloth  with 
much  hand  labor,  Japan  would  have  an  ad¬ 
vantage,  but  America  doesn’t  want  this 
cheaper  stuff  and  Japan  is  trying  to  open 
markets  in  eastern  Africa,  Malaya,  Thailand, 
and  Formosa.  They  are  also  looking  into 
the  South  American  market. 

Japan  can  and  does  produce  some  very 
high  quality  cloth,  very  good  brocades  and 
such.  These  will  find  a  market  in  America, 
but  the  amount  will  be  very  small  and  will 
disturb  nothing. 

They  are  not  skillful  merchandisers,  and 
on  occasion  a  whole  shipload  will  arrive  and 
disturb  the  market  for  a  few  days,  but  that 
is  all. 

“The  Japanese  machines  cannot  compare 
with  the  American  machines.  The  Japanese 


machines  break  down  and  do  not  do  the  prej 
cision  work  of  the  American  machine 
American  labor  is  a  skilled  labor,  a  dig 
that  comes  with  handling  a  machine 
does  the  work  of  many  unskilled  laborers. 
Japan  is  a  long,  long  way  from  thisyand  we 
have  nothing  about  which  to  Wrry.  To 
translate  it  into  GI  language:  Japanese  ver¬ 
sus  American  textiles — no  sweaw 

“Yet,  this  gesture,  if  it  can  i5e  so  termed, 
is  terribly  important  to  thoseAvhose  mission 
it  is  to  preserve  the  peace  the  world.”

Mr.  Presidentv/he  best  profit  year  for 
the  textile  industry  since  World  War  II 
was  1947.  /According  to  the  Federal 
Trade  Conimission  and  Securities  and 
Exchanged  Commission  statistics,  in 
1947  tl>e  textile-mill-products  industry 
earned  after  taxes,  8.2  percent  on  sales, 
or  19.5  percent  on  stockholders’  equity. 
Iiyi954  the  industry  earned,  after  taxes, 
only  1  percent  on  sales,  or  1.9  percent  on 
/Stockholders’  equity. 

Let  us  consider  imports  from  Japan. 
Cotton-cloth  imports  from  Japan,  a  sub¬ 
ject  which  is  currently  being  discussed 
in  the  newspapers,  increased  by  about 
50  percent  from  1953  to  1954;  and  im¬ 
ports  so  far  in  1955  are  running  50  per¬ 
cent  ahead  of  1954,  even  before  the  new 
lower  tariff  rates  take  effect. 

I  cite  the  comparison  of  cotton-cloth 
shipments  from  Japan  to  the  United 
States,  as  follows: 

In  1953,  such  shipments  were  30,665,- 
689  square  yards. 

In  1954,  they  were  47,693,496  square 
yards. 

In  1955,  from  January  through  April, 
they  were  23,096,987  square  yards. 

In  addition,  imports  of  cotton  apparel 
made  in  Japan  are  increasing  at  a  fan¬ 
tastic  rate.  The  Japanese  Ministry  of 
International  Trade  and  Finance  esti¬ 
mates  that  in  May  1955  a  total  of  239,200 
dozen  woven  cotton  shirts  and  blouses 
were  exported  to  the  United  States. 

In  April  1955,  shipments  totaled  214,- 
000  dozen. 

For  comparison,  in  the  entire  year  1954 
uch  exports  to  the  United  States  from 
pan  totaled  189,214  dozen. 

'he  imports,  in  May  1955,  alone,  fig¬ 
uring  30  yards  of  cloth  to  a  dozen  shirts, 
were\the  equivalent  of  7,100,000  yards 
of  cotoon  cloth. 

The  great  bulk  of  United  States  ap¬ 
parel  imports  are  coming  from  Japan. 
At  currents  rates,  probably  the  equiva¬ 
lent  of  frona  eighty  to  ninety  million 
yards  of  clona  will  enter  this  country 
from  Japan  as  Xbparel  in  1955. 

Cloth  importspsually  increase  season¬ 
ally  in  the  fall.  Current  imports  in  early 
1955  indicate,  at  Che  old  tariff  rates, 
Japanese  shipments  df  from  seventy-five 
to  eighty  million  yards\o  this  country. 

To  the  indicated  1955\total  of  textile 
imports  from  Japan  must  be  added  a 
substantial  amount  of  imports  in  the 
form  of  such  items  as  sheets,  jfillowcases, 
towels,  and  rugs.  In  the  January  to  May

Mr.  WALTER.  The  measure  under 
consideration  contemplates  the  creation 
of  a  commission  to  study  procedures  in 
dealing  with  international  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  and  judicial  assistance.  Every 
bar  association  in  the  United  States  is 
urging  the  enactment  of  this  legislation 
because  lawyers  are  largely  in  the  dark 
as  to  procedures  in  effect  in  various  na¬ 
tions  in  which  our  nationals  have  busi¬ 
ness  dealings.  Further,  it  is  of  vital  im¬ 
portance  to  United  States  citizens  with 
business  interests  which  have  some  in¬ 
ternational  aspect  that  existing  problems 
concerning  judicial  procedures  be 
studied  by  such  a  commission  as  is  pro¬ 
posed  by  this  legislation. 

The  bill  provides  for  the  creation  of  a 
commission  to  consist  of  7  members,  3 
to  be  appointed  by  the  President,  2  by 
the  State  Department,  and  2  by  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Justice.  The  Commission 
is  given  the  authority  to  erect  a  commit¬ 
tee  consisting  of  15  leaders  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  bar. 


The  Commission  will  then  studyahe 
procedures  in  effect  in  the  48  States  and 
also  procedures  in  effect  in  the  countries 
with  which  we  have  had  the  mi6st  deal¬ 
ings  at  the  start  and  ultimately  of  all 
the  nations,  with  the  idea  yi  providing 
some  sort  of  uniformity  in /he  taking  of 
depositions,  in  the  obtaining  of  the  evi¬ 
dence  of  witnesses,  and/of  authenticat¬ 
ing  documents  and  otjrer  court  records. 
The  function  of  the  /Commission  will  be 
to  sit  in  consideration  of  proposed  recom¬ 
mendations  to  be  made  to  the  Secretary 
of  State. 

Mi\  GROSS./Does  this  go  to  criminal 
proceedings? 

Mr.  WAL/feR.  No;  this  does  not  go 
to  criminal  proceedings. 

Mr.  GROSS.  Criminal  proceedings  are 
not  excluded  under  the  terms  of  this  bill, 
though;  are  they? 

Mr/ WALTER.  They  are  not  specifi¬ 
cally  excluded,  but  if  a  commission’s  ju¬ 
risdiction  is  limited  as  this  is  by  being 
spelled  out  in  the  act,  then  it  is  impos¬ 
sible  to  read  further  authority  in  the  law. 

Mr.  DAVIS  of  Georgia.  Mr.  Speaker, 
will  the  gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  GROSS.  I  yield  to  the  gentleman 
from  Georgia. 

Mr.  DAVIS  of  Georgia.  I  notice  on 
page  2,  line  2,  the  commission  shall  draft 
for  the  assistance  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  international  agreements  to  be  ne¬ 
gotiated  by  him.  What  does  that  mean? 

Mr.  WALTER.  It  means  that  this 
commission,  with  the  advice  of  the  ex¬ 
perts  that  we  are  sure  it  will  surround 
itself  with,  can  suggest  to  the  State  De¬ 
partment  the  kind  of  procedures  and 
agreements  that  ought  to  be  incorporated 
into  a  treaty.  Frankly,  I  think  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  State  has  the  authority  to  do 
that  very  thing  right  now  in  the  absence 
of  this  legislation. 

Mr.  DAVIS  of  Georgia.  To  do  what? 

Mr.  WALTER.  To  prepare  a  treaty  for 
submission  to  the  Senate  dealing  with  the 
subjects  contemplated  in  this  bill. 

Mr.  DAVTS  of  Georgia.  I  see  that  this 
makes  it  incumbent  upon  the  commission 
to  draft  for  the  assistance  of  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State  international  agreements. 
^That  seems  to  me  to  be  putting  quite  a 
it  of  authority  in  this  commission. 

.r.  WALTER.  Of  course,  it  is  only 
suggestive.  The  Secretary  of  State  does 
not  nave  to  accept  any  advice  coming 
from  this  commission. 

Mr.  DAVIS  of  Georgia.  But  should  it 
not  be  so  expressed  in  here? 

Mr.  WALTER.  I  think  it  is.  That  is 
very  clearly  tire  intention.  The  matter  is 
well  covered  in\he  report  and  it  was  dis¬ 
cussed  in  the  hearings. 

Mr.  DAVTS  of  Georgia.  Does  not  the 
gentleman  think  a  bnjof  this  importance 
ought  to  come  to  the\oor  for  discussion 
in  the  regular  way? 

Mr.  WALTER.  No,  I  So  not  think  so. 

I  do  not  think  this  is  morNthan  a  mere 
method  of  obtaining  advice  of  experts  in 
a  field  that  is  causing  a  great  seal  of  an¬ 
noyance  to  American  lawyers  \pday. 

Mr.  GROSS.  Mr.  Speaker,  mN  I  ask 
the  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  ?Spoes 
this  in  any  way  go  to  the  question  of>fhe 
status  of  forces  agreements  and  treaties 
and  certain  secret  agreements  involving 
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thdVirial  of  American  servicemen  in  for- 
eign\ourts? 

Mr!\^ ALTER.  No,  indeed,  it  does  not. 

Mr.  GROSS.  It  has  nothing  whatever 
to  do  witn^hat? 

Mr.  WALTER.  Nothing  whatsoever  to 
do  with  thatV 

Mr.  GROS^  This  is  rather  a  strange 
situation.  WKta  the  status  of  forces 
treaties  were  before  the  other  body  in 
July  of  1953  for  ratification,  there  had 
been  no  investigation  on  the  part  of  the 
State  Department  orNmyone  else  of  trial 
procedures  in  foreign  courts. 

If  I  remember  correctly,  it  was  not 
until  August  1953  that  V  mission  was 
finally  established  to  go  towaxious  for¬ 
eign  countries,  where  these  Veaties  and 
agreements  would  be  in  effectYto  inves¬ 
tigate  the  procedures  under  which  Amer¬ 
ican  servicemen  and  their  dependents 
would  come  under  the  foreign  civil  Courts 
for  trial.  Now,  then,  here  is  the  Stete 
Department  in  this  instance  joiningNm 
an  investigation  of  procedures  dealing 
with  dollars — mind  you,  dollars — but' 
made  no  investigation  before  the  legis¬ 
lation  was  called  before  the  other  body, 
legislation  affecting  human  liberty  and 
the  lives  of  American  servicemen  and 
their  dependents.  I  do  not  understand 
this  procedure  at  all. 

Mr.  WALTER.  The  gentleman  real¬ 
izes  that  the  State  Department  is  not 
instituting  this  proposal  at  all.  It  comes 
from  the  Department  of  Justice  as  the 
result  of  action  taken  by  the  bar  asso¬ 
ciations,  all  the  bar  associations,  the 
American  Bar  Association  and  the  bar 
associations  of  the  several  States. 

Mr.  GROSS.  May  I  say  to  the  gen¬ 
tleman  that  two  representatives  of  the 
State  Department  will  be  on  the  com¬ 
mission  that  is  proposed  to  be  estab¬ 
lished,  and  if  the  gentleman  wants  to 
test  how  interested  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  is  in  this  legislation,  just  offer  an 
amendment  to  exclude  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  from  having  any  representation  on 
the  Commission  and  he  will  find  out  very 
quickly  how  much  interest  they  have. 

Mr.  WALTER.  I  think  it  would  be  a 
mistake  to  exclude  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Mr.  BOW.  Mr.  Speaker,  will  the  gen¬ 
tleman  yield? 

Mr.  GROSS.  I  yield  to  the  gentlenru 
from  Ohio. 

Mr.  BOW.  It  has  been  stated Ah&t 
this  does  not  apply  to  criminal  /rroce- 
dures.  Of  course,  the  gentlemapr  knows 
I  am  interested  in  the  status \Joi  forces 
question.  But,  under  sectionvu:)  on  line 
16,  page  2,  we  find  this  provision:  “Rec¬ 
ommend  to  the  President  such  other  ac¬ 
tion  as  may  appear  advisable  to  improve 
and  codify  international  practice  in  civil, 
criminal,  and  administrative  proceed¬ 
ings.” 

I  wonder  if  the  gentleman  from  Penn¬ 
sylvania  could  gi/e  us  some  light  on  what 
effect  that  migm  have  on  the  Status  of 
Forces  Treaty  Agreements. 

Mr.  WALTER.  I  frankly  do  not  think 
it  would  have  any  effect  whatsoever.  By 
that  language  it  is  contemplated  that 
whatever  criminal  statutes  are  in  effect 
in  th/-various  nations,  the  courts  of  this 
country  or  in  other  countries  interested 
wrfuld  take  judicial  notice  of  the  exist¬ 


ence  of  those  statues,  assuming,  of 
course,  that  procedures  would  be  set  up 
whereby  judicial  notice  would  be  taken 
in  such  a  situation. 

Mr.  CELLER.  Mr.  Speaker,  will  the 
gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  GROSS.  I  yield  to  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  New  York. 

Mr.  CELLER.  For  example,  in  Swit¬ 
zerland  they  have  a  statute  which  pre¬ 
cludes  the  taking  of  testimony  before  a 
notary.  Now,  that  is  a  common  prac¬ 
tice  in  many  of  our  States.  The  courts 
in  Switzerland  are  so  jealous  of  their 
jurisdiction  that  they  have  induced  the 
Government  of  Switzerland  to  pass  a  law 
providing  a  criminal  penalty  for  the  tak¬ 
ing  of  such  testimony  before  a  notary. 
Now,  this  commission  would  endeavor  to 
see  changes  made  in  that  regard  so  that 
Americans  abroad  could  not  get  en¬ 
meshed  in  such  a  statute,  and  that  is 
why  they  have  the  word  “criminal”  in 
that  provision. 

Mr.  GROSS.  Does  not  the  gentleman 
k  from  Pennsylvania  think  that  this  legis- 
'  Ration  ought  to  be  handled  under  the 
ordinary  procedure? 

Ir.  WALTER.  Of  course,  it  is  of  no, 
concern  to  me.  This  is  an  administreu 
tion  ineasure.  The  chairman  of  Ufe 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary  introduced 
this  bill  Nit  the  request  of  the  adnonis- 
tration.  Ft  came  to  the  subcommittee, 
of  which  iNhappen  to  be  chairman,  in 
purely  routine  fashion.  I  have  no  per¬ 
sonal  interest  \n  it  at  all,  bdt  I  do  not 
think  that  it  has  the  implications  that 
the  gentleman  from  Iowmplaces  on  it. 

The  SPEAKER.  >Is  tliere  objection  to 
the  present  consideration  of  the  bill? 

Mr.  GROSS.  Mr\Speaker,  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  tn^t  this  bill  be 
passed  over  without  prejudice. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  themnbjection  to 
the  request  oythe  gentleman  \fom  Iowa? 

There  wa/ no  objection.
